1 
never saw him after America entered 
the war. 


Prince Ac^nst Wllhelm, the fourth 


son, wcs perhaps the most democratic 
of them till. He sometimes came to 
see rse in an ordina.-y taxlcnb and he 
war. the only one ot the kaiser's sons 
whom I ever saw in civilian dress. He 
was the first membpi of the royal fam- 
ily to come to me aCter the murder 
of the Arclulakp Fra-iz Ferdinand, and 
be was (n mournl^c; when he calle.l.

In January, 1<U8, In speafclns of the

Prince Joachim, the kaiser's young-

He TVS* tali and slender 
and wotild have be?n good-looking bat 
for a reT"ntinp ch"i which was vpry 
pronounce.!. He had as little respect 
for puntic opinion as the cro\vn prince, 
and while the U-bo>it Deuischland was 
on its way to America principally to 
bring back a cargo 01 rubber, the sup- 
ply of \\htch vftis exhausted in Ger- 
many, this sixth sen nf the kaiser was 
dnvirs aruund the <ouutry in a bij.'

long-distance telephone message from 
the great army bcafiqiaarters, which 
•was then in the palace of the Prince 
von Pieaa at Floss, to the effect that 
tbe kaiser wanted me to go there, 


During the course of my work one 


of his pTivate secretaries came in re- 
peatedly with telegrams and messages 
for thy kaiser, and he won Id usually 
excuse himself and rend them. Some- 
times be would be summoned outside 
to consult with important persons who 
were there to see him, but he was 
never gone more than tec minutes at u 
time. 


I did not thfnk he looked exception- 


ally well. He seemed to be very tired 
and he had very little to say—in Itself 
an Indication that he was not exactly 
normal. 


When my work for the morning was 


over and his valet, who had assisted 


J me, had 
been esvnsed, the fcafser 


gazed at me for n moment or two and 


} then, apropos of nothing, burst out 
, with the rather remarkable announce- 


1 ment: "The man who brought this 
| catastrophe on ^ the 
world, Davis, 


1 should be strung up by the neck, and 
, that man is not 1, as the world seems 


to think! The cza of Russia and Jie 
| king of England, when they were at

at my own house, mind you, and my 
blood 
relatives—hatched

against me. 
They were envious of 


my power, but they will now learn 
what that power is." 


In the some breath almost he made 


the inconsistent remark: "England 
will aever be able to raise an efficient 
army; it took Germany one hundred 
years to accomplish, what she has 
done:" 


Some time after this, one of the big- 


gest merchants In Berlin told me that 
he had heurd on the stock exchange 
that the kaiser had made the remark 
that the king and czar bad hatched 
the plot against him, and as I had 
repeated the kaiser's statement to no 
ono, 1 rw.Uzed that lie must have told 
the same thing to others. If this ver- 
sion of the sritrtinp- of the war was put 
into circulation with the idea of ab- 
solving the fcaiser, it certainly didn't 
carry conviction even among the Ger- 
mans themselves. The merchant who 
spoke to me about It, at any rate, made 
fun of tbe idea, and I never heard the 
point seriously raised by anyone else 
of Influence. 


Before I left the kaiser that morn- 


lug hp spo'rc of the Anglo-Frenrh Joan 
\\htch had been flouted in America 
and condemned us severely for coun- 
tenancing it. When 1 told him that 
Gerrannv had also floated a loan in 
America, lie- replied: "But onr.s wa1* 
only 510,000,000, wnile theirs is *SOO,- 
000000:" to which I naturally rejoined 
that the size of the Inun could cer- 
tainly not affect tlie question of our 
neutral.ty in floating it. 


He criticized our bankers who han- 


dled the lorn, and whan I asked him 1C 
ho had ever seen the number of Gcr- 
m.in names that appeared on the list 
of bankers who were Interested in it, 
he said he hadn't read the list, hut he 
AMIS quite sure there wns one bunk in 
New York nhlch wouldn't touch it.
